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2 GUILTY IN 
KIDNAPING 


Brothers Face Prison 
Terms For Abduction 
Of Yuba Housewife 


YUBA CITY, (U—Two red hair- 
ed “hill billy” brothers from Ken- 
tucky were found guilty of kidnap 
and attempted extortion in the ab- 
duction last Sept. 1 of Mrs. Norma 
Meeks, middle-aged wife of a Rio 
Oso peach rancher. 

A jury of eight womeen and four 
men found them guilty on the two 
counts after hearing defense coun- 
sel intimate strongly that the ab- 
duction reported by Mrs. Meeks and 
her husband never occurred. 

The brothers, Ollen and Robert 
Grimes, itinerant farm workers; 
maintained their “poker face” at- 
titude as the jury announced its 
verdict after deliberations that took 
11 hours. 


Superior Judge Arthur Coats, who 
denied two motions to set aside the 
verdict and another for a new tiral, 
set date for sentencing the brothers 
next Monday. 

They face possible life imprison- 
ment but not execution as under 
California law it must be shown the 
kidnap victim suffered bodily harm. 

The state in opening its case, said 
no such claim would be made. Ac 
cordingly, the brothers faced only 
prison terms, with the right to ap- 
Ply for parole at a later Gate. 

They were charged with having 
been members of a group of three 
who invaded the Meeks home and 
took Mrs. Meeks with them after 
binding and gagging her husband 
and demanding he leave $15,000 ran- 
som at a designated point nearby. 
The ransom was not paid. 

Three days later, Mrs. Meeks re- 
turned home and reported she had
